their crops and to decide whether a 
crop shall he grown In 1911 or wheth- 
er no more white hurley tobacco shall 
be planted until 1012. 


The districts from which the dele- 


gates came produce only white bur- 
ley tobacco, which Is In demand for 
the highest grades of smoking and 
chewing tobaccos, 
and these states 


are the only ones in. the- union that 
produce this particular tobacco. They 
grow annually over 300.000,000 pounds 
and nearly 100.000 growers wlll.be af- 
fected by whatever the convention de- 
cides upon. 
The hurley tobacco so- 


ciety, formerly a branch of the Amer- 
ican Society of Equity, drew away 
from the Equity society and became 
an independent body nnd did not de- 
clare a pool for the 1010 crop. Most 
of its members are In favor of having 
no crop In 1911. asserting that one 
year's lapse of growing would force 
a. much higher -price for the 1012 crop. 


And there is another reason: 
Eight 


million pounds of the. 100!) pool re- 
mains unsold In warehouses in Lex- 
ington, Louisville and Cincinnati, and 
nearly the whole 1010 crop is also un- 
sold. 
So, the growers argue, thcro 


should be no crop until the amount 
now on hand Is sold.

HAD EMINENT CAREER 


Washington, Jan. 
5.—Senator Ste- 


phen B. Elkins, of West Virginia, died 
at midnight last night. 


At Mr. Elkins' bedside were his wife, 


his 
daughter, Katherine. and 
four 


sons, David, Richard, 
Stephen 
and 


Elaine, and the physicians. Death was 
due to septicaemia or blood poisoning. oviamj>.«uQi 
He was conscious until within a half 
hour of death. 


'Senator Elkins became ill in the 


early summer at his home at Elkins. 
W. 
Va. 
On -November D, when he 


was removed to Washington In a pri- 
vate car. he was reported considerably 
improved. 
Physicians 
declared that 


he might be able to take his" seat in 
the senate at the opening of congress. 


Born in Ohio. 


Mr. Elkins was T>orri In Ohio in 


1841. While still very young he went 
with his father's family to Missouri. 
He was one of the first graduates from 
the University of Missouri, and 
as 


early as 1364 went \to New Mexico, 
where he lived for a number of years, 
becoming In succession attorney gen 
eral, United States district attorney, 
territorial senator and delegate in con- 
gress from that territory. 


While serving as delegate in,con- 


gress Mr. Elkins married the eldest 
daughter of Henry Gassaway Davis, 
then senator from West Virginia. Soon 
after his marriage he established his 
home in that state nnd there he built 
up a great fortune, largely through the 
development of the natural resources 
of the state. He came into possession 
of extensive coal and timber areas and 
vfaTmost active in putting their prod- 
ucts on the market. He' assisted In 
building man}- railroads in and out of 
the state. 


In Harrison's Cabinet. 


The republican party in West Vir- 


ginia owes much to Mr. Elkins. From 
the time he settled there he was ac- 
tive In promoting the party Interests 
nnd brought his state Into the fold. 
He became chairman of the republican 
national committee which elected Ben- 
jamin Harrison to the presidency and 
Uccame Mr. Harrison's secretary of 
war. 
His first election to the senate 


took place In 1S95. 


While residing In Missouri Mr. El- 


kins taught school and to this circum- 
stance owed his escape from one of 
tho most thrilling situations of his 
eventful life. 
Hiding one day toward 


tho close of the civil 
war 
along a 


lonely road In the western part of the 
state he was seized by n. squad from 
the band of the confederate guerrlla 
Quantrcll. He was charged with be- 
ing a spy and the penalty was death. 
Fortunately for Elklnn ho was placed 
In tho care of two brothers who' recog- 
nized the young man as their former 
teacher.

FOR THE KITCHEN. 


Here are a few rules that it would 


lie well to cut out and paste up In your 
kitchen. 
They are bints about wash- 


ing, nnd will give much success in 
the affairs of that very important re- 
gion of the home: 


1. Wash a saucepan in plenty of hot 


water; bu't never wash cake-tine or 
frying-pans. 
Wipe them well with a 


piece of paper, which 
is 
afterward 


burned, and polish them with a dry 
cloth. 


a. Stand 
sr.iioep.ins, 
fish-kettles, 


etc.. In front of the tire for a few min- 
utes after washing them, so that they 
may lie thoroughly dried Inside. This 
makes them last longer and helps to 
keep them in good condition. 


:i. Pudding-cloths, jelly-bags and so 


on should be well washed, scalded and 
hung up to dry. It is not necessary to 
iron them, hut they should lie smooth- 
ed nnd folded before they are replaced 
in the drawer. 


4. Add a little soda to the water in 


which you wash plnios and dishes. The 
soda, loosens the grease on them and 
gives the china n good, shiny surface. 


5. Never add soda to tho water in 


which you wash silver.

Laws Must Be Enforced.

ouestion of the sale of intoxicating liquor. 
Its only other duty to Its citizens is to 
strictly regulate the liquor traffic, and 
it has not fnlthfully discharged Its duty 
until It has done so. I urgently recom- 
mend therefore, the enatcment of a twin 
measure which will strengthen the pres- 
ent license law. divorce the saloon from 
the brewery. Increase the license fee and 
bond of the licensee, limit the number 
of saloons. Increase the penalties and 
provide for a suspension of the license 
on a second violation and a complete re- 
vocation on a third. 
I also recommend 
the repeal of the law which permits the 
organlzat!or. of clubs as literary and edu- 
cational clubs, but whose only object Is 
to obtain liquor unlawfully.

Officials. 
Whether Justly or unjustly, the gover- 


nor of Indiana, is held responsible not only 
for the conduct of officials appointed by 
himself, but for that of those whom the 
people themselves have elected, t do not 
believe In so-called "ripper" bills nor In 
inventing the governor with any unwar- 
ranted power, but i\s he is held responsi- 
ble for the conduct of public officials, bo 
should have tho right. In his own Judg- 
ment, and without cause, to remove his 
own appointees. 
The constitution pro- 


vides that the governor shall take caro 
that the laws be faithfully executed. Ho 
can execute them only through his own 
appointive 
officers 
or 
through 
those 
whom the people hnve elected. The pres- 
ent law upon the Impeachment of public 
officials Is so complicated that an elective 
officer can, through tho 
law's 
delays,

Indiana National Guard. 


The Indiana, national guard is expected 
to be prepared for a.ny emergency In state 
and national affairs, and yet, no means 
hnve been provided by the state even to 
Induce efficiency. 
The report of the gen- 
eral government compliments the person- 
nel of the guard, but charges an inef- 
ficiency due to lack of proper armories. 
We have an armory board, but we are 
not b'.illdlng armories, because of want 
of money. 
Meantime, the state Is ex- 
ponding for temporary 
quarters 
about 


$18,000 a year. 
It would be unjust, to 


provide for the building of armories out 
of the general fund of the state, be- 
cause this would be Improving various 
cities at the expense of tha whole people. 
In many cities where companies of the 
national guard are located, there are no 
public buildings sufficiently large to ac- 
commodate conventions and public nioot- 
infrs. 
Armories could he constructed at 
so' sllsht expense to the people of the 
^everal counties where these organization 
exist aa to afford public meeting places. 
A tax which In three years' time would 
raise from a dollar to a dollar and a half 
on a. .thousand dollars of taxable property 
would erect these, armories and furnish 
these, public, meeting places. They should 
bn constructed under the supervision of 
the armory board. 
I recommend, there- 


fore, tlmt'ln any county where a com- 
iany of militia. Is now or shall hereafter 
10 mustered Into the service of the state, 
it shall be the duty of the taxing offi- 
cials, upon n. petition of ns many, free- 
holders of that county as you may deem

In the early history of Indiana, when, 


mills were needed, a. law was enacted 
which permitted the

necessity has now passed. Water power 
is hecomlnp; valuable, however, to gen- 
erate electricity. 
Promoters are now 


malting use of that old law to obtain 
a monopoly of the water power of the 
state. 
This should not be permitted. I 
recommend the repeal of every law which . 
permits the condemnation of land 
hy 
private persons or corporations for the 
erection 
of a 
dam across any of our 
streams. 
These streams should be pre- 
served to the neople, that the state may 
case the water power rights and regulate 
and limit the prices to be charged con- 
iumers. 
The right of eminent domain 


ihould 
be 
given 
intcrurban railroads, 
however, without purchasing the real es- 
tate, for the 'removal of obstructions at 
curves which prevent approaching cars 
from sighting each other, and such rail- 
roads should be compelled to exercise 
that right.

Indiana Centenary. 
In 1910, tha state of Indiana will doubt- 
lets desire to celebrate the centennial of 
its admission into the union. 
In my 
Judgment, this should be done by the 
erection of a permanent monument in the 
shape of a public building. rTither than 
by 
some 
temporary celebration wnlcn 
^rtll leave no trace at its conclusion. 1 
recommend the appointment of a. commis- 
sion consisting of four senators and the 
state librarian, to report to the next 
general assembly on this question aqd to 
serve without pay. save for actual ex- 
penses.,- Public Accounting Law. 


The" public accounting law has given 
almost universal satisfaction to the peo- 
ple and should not be tampered with in 
any particular except one. That law now 
provides thnt the moneys found due tjie 
state and the different municipalities of 
the state shall be collected by the at- 
torney-general. 
This is a burden too 
great for his office. 
Tho act should be 
amended so as to provide 1'or the bring- 
ing of these suits by local officials, giv- 
ing to such officials a docket fee and 
providing that the report of the examin- 
ers shall take the place of a complaint. 
As yearly examinations of books are now 
provided for and public expenditures are

Highway Lows Unsatisfactory. 
The highway laws of this state aro. 
wholly unsatisfactory. Their most seri- 
ous weaknesses are found in the method 
of selecting supervisors and the permis- 
sion to work out the road tax. This 
lermisslon enables corporations, by con- 
:rnct. to pay their road tax at about BO 
cents on the dollar. To remedy this de- 
fect, all road tax should be paid In cash 
and all road work should be done by 
contract and upon plans and specifica- 
tions provided by a competent road engi-. 
neer. 
Automobiles destroy public Jiigh- 
ways rapidly and an 
automobile tax 
should be exacted, the proceeds of which 
(should be applied to the building and 
upkeep of tho highways. Reformation 
along this line should proceed slowly so 
that the people may become accustomed 
to a change in the methods of road work 
gradually Instead of at once being com- 
pelled to transfer to the state exclusive 
control of what has heretofore been bo- 
lleved to be a local function. 
Indeterminate Sentence Act. 
The Indeterminate sentence 
law has 
disclosed its value to the law offender 
nnd to the public at large. It furnishes 
to the offender a reward which he may 
obtain by good conduct, and it interests 
society in reformation rather than In 
punishment. The minimum sentence for 
burdfery. however. Is calculated to make 
confirmed criminals of 
mild 
offenders 
Ten years is none too short a time for 
the professional burglar, but for the boy 
who breaks Into a buil'ling and steiilb 
a hanu ten \years Is much too long for 
a 
minimumN sentence. 
I recommend 
therefore, that burglary be divided Inti 
two degrees, with a shortening of the 
minimum term for the lesser degree. 
State Should Redeem Bonds. 
I 
The general assembly of 19117 author- 
ized trnc state hoard of agriculture 
to 
Issue $100.000 of bonds to ercrt the colos- 
Scum at the state fair grounds, and or- 
dered the treasurer of state to pay these 
bonds out of any moneys not otherwise 
appropriated. 
Eliminating all questions 


Of tho constitutionality of this act nnd 
the advisability of this .expenditure, there 
ts a moral responsibility resting upon 
the state to pay these bonds. Wo cannot 
tfford to avail ourselves of Iflftal tcchnl- 
Jillltlcs. I recommend, therefore, an al- 
*wance to the BtrUe board ot agriculture 
for this purpose.

If the salaries and ex- 
penses for the maintenance of the institu-

But justice to the pub- 
lic warrants me In saying that Just now 
we should give the people a. chance to 
lift some of these local burdens from 
their shouldcrt before wo Increase state 
taxation. 
A peoplp Is not wise WHICH 
mortgages posterity for present luxury. 
Permit local taxation and local assess- 
ments for property Improvement to bo 
partially removed from the shoulders or 
tho people before you add a single straw 
to their burdens. No new ofttce should 
be created unless by Its creation the bur- 
dens upon the people can b« lessened. 
. 
Economy of Official Place. 


All oftlces which cem safely be abol- 
ished should be abolished, and all offi- 
cials Including town trustees and city 
councilmcn. should be placed upon fixed 
salaries. 
New boards and commissions 
should bo shunned and the strictest econ- 
omy should be practlcesd In yo\ir own 
expenditures while you are demanding 
the same of all other officials. 
The In- 
dustrial growth in northern Indiana will 
doubtless 
necessitate 
tho 
creation of 
some courts, but great care should oe, 
exercised to determine the necessity to a 
certainty before their creation. It Is not 
difficult to create an office, but it Is ex- 
tremely difficult to abolish It. 
Good Laws Rather Than Many. 
I have put more into this message than 
I Intended. Tho subjects touched upon 
are more in ths nature of remedies than 
innovations. It will probably not be pos- 
sible for you to consider- all of them, but 
a majority can be speedily disposed of 
I suggest that a commltteo.be appointed 
to assign these various recommendations 
to your .different committees for consid- 
eration.' I prefer a few reforms which 
disclose your, deliberate judgment than a 
large number of crude and undlgestec 
statutory enactments. 
The "well done' 
which you hope to receive from the peo- 
ple will come to you, not from the vol- 
ume, but from tho character of your 
work. 
Bo loyal to Indiana—to all her 
citizen*, high and low, rich and poor 
Consider every question in the light o 
public good. Beware of the importunitlc! 
of every special interest and let It be no 
only trie proud but the justifiable boas 
of every member of this general nssemblj 
to be uttered at Hs adjournment, "I can 
say upon my honor as ft gentleman ant 
In "the face of high heaven that, unawef 
bv influence f.nrt unbought by gain, I havi 
sought In all my deliberations to keep t 
people's government."
